HE Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada held its 
% forty-sixth annual meeting on February 7 at Toronto, 

Ontario. It was a representative gathering of about 
150 that listened to the reports of officers showing 1928 
to have been a record-breaking year for Holstein activity 
in nearly every line. It was also a constructive meeting 
and harmonious although by no means devoid of discus- 
sion and some friendly differences of opinion. President 
George V. Arbogast, as the presiding officer, kept things 
moving. The first business was the reading of the 
reports of officers, which were also submitted in printed 
form.

stein breeding in Canada as one of marked achieve- 

ment, all parts of the country from coast to coast, 
sharing in a measure of prosperity little short of phe- 
nomenal. We opened the year with a determination to 
move forward in all branches of the work, covering ad- 
vancement of the breed and its usefulness to the breeder 
and the farmer. I am glad to tell you that we were suc- 
cessful in closing the year with every objective attained. 
It is therefore with satisfaction and pride that I, on behalf 
of the Board of Directors, extend you a warm and cordial 
welcome to this your 46th Annual Meeting. 

At the outset I would have you feel, as members of 
this, the greatest live stock breed organization in Canada, 
that this is your meeting, that the best interests of the 
cooperative work we are engaged in will be served by a 
free and open discussion on all matters coming before 
you. The agenda placed before you affords much scope 
for careful thought and consideration so that definite plans 
and policies may be formulated here today for extend- 
ing the work of our Association both at home and abroad. 
It is with special emphasis that I particularly welcome the 
many new members from all parts of Canada and the Unit- 
ed States who have linked up their interests with our 
Association. We are exceedingly glad to have them with 
us today, realizing that through their cooperation, our 
Association is going to gain, while on the other hand 
the experience of our older breeders is 
material assistance to them in developing and extending 
their business. 

With business exceeding $100,000, the first breed organ- 
ization in Canada to reach this high mark, with registra- 
tions and transfers greater in number than those of all

going to be of 


other dairy breeds in Canada combined, 1928 must be 
regarded as a banner year. You will be glad to learn 
that the gain in both registrations and transfers was the 
greatest for any one year in the history of our Associa: 
tion. You will also observe that the number of our trans- 
fers was approximately the same as the registrations, in- 
dicating healthy expansion and that our business is on a 
sound basis, practically as many cattle being sold each 
year as there are being registered. This tremendous in- 
crease in business has demanded a great deal more work 
in your head office, which I am pleased to tell you is 
being very capably and efficiently handled by our Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, Mr. W. A. Clemons. I think it is fortu- 
nate for our Association that we have available the serv- 
ices of such a valuable man, who for the past sixteen 
years has officiated as Secretary-Treasurer. Throughout 
the whole office I have found the finest spirit of coopera- 
tion and efficiency. By owning our own offices, coupled 
with such an efficient staff under the guidance of Mr. 
Clemons, the service in all its branches rendered breed- 
ers is not equalled by any other breed associations in 
Canada, which are dependent upon the Dominion Live 
Stock Records, Ottawa, for their registrations and trans- 
fers. I think tribute is due Mr. Pocock for introducing 
into our office a special system of accounting, showing in 
minute detail at the close of each day’s business a cash 
balance covering all items for that day’s work. 

The extension service continues to do splendid work 
and from the fieldmen you will hear reports of what they 
have done during the year. Of course it must be remem- 
bered that Canada extends nearly 4,000 miles from coast 
to coast, a territory almost impossible to be covered by 
three men. Our senior fieldman, R. M. Holtby, continues 
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to drive fast and to grow more bald each year under the 
heavy strain of his labor. R. P. Charbonneau continues 
to give good service among our French friends in Que: 
pec, where he has been instrumental in carrying through 
the formation of a number of heifer clubs. He also visit- 
ed and formed several clubs in the Maritime Provinces. 
As to Mr. Steves in the West, he has a very large field to 
cover. With the cooperation of the breeders and the 
Departments of Agriculture he continues to do great 
work. The growth and development of this work, and 
the call for more service has been so great in the past 
year or more that it has been found necessary to take 
what we consider one of the most progressive steps ever 
undertaken by our Association in the appointment of R. 
B. Faith, as Director of Extension. Our Association feels 
that it has been fortunate in securing the services of Mr. 
Faith to further the interests of Holsteins, the greatest 
dairy breed on earth. 

Regarding fairs and exhibitions the shows of 1928 were 
the most outstanding in our history, the exhibit at the 
Royal excelling that of 1927, which was declared by sev- 
eral members of the All-American Committee to be the 
most meritorious ever held on the American continent. 
To the credit of this showing it may be said that not 
only did it exceed greatly in number of entries, but most 
favorable of all the quality ran further down the line, 
many animals going out of the ring without a prize that 
several years ago would have been considered good tops. 
This was made possible through the effective work done 
by our fieldmen and our system of Advanced Registry. 

In the All-American selections, Canada scored higher 
than ever before in our history, winning six All-American 
and four Reserve All-American awards, J. W. Innes, 
Woodstock, Ont., being the largest winner. The follow- 
ing were the All-American winners: 

Bull-Calf—Lonsdale’ Sir Inka Abbekerk; Aged cow— 
Aleartra Colantha Ormsby; four-year-old heifer—Sally 
Francy; three-year-old heifer—Aaggie Sylvia 3rd; two- 
year-old heifer—Triune Papoose Piebe; produce of dam— 
Produce of Aaggie Sylvia. : 

Reserve All-American: Aged bull—Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst; Junior yearling bull—King Sylvia Ormsby Piebe; 
Junior yearling heifer—Faforit Ormsby Beauty; produce 
of dam—Produce of Polly Posch Abbekerk. 

It is to be regretted that more of our breeders are not 
taking advantage of the Advanced Registry System. There 
has also been a marked falling off in our short-time test- 
ing, but the increase shown in the Record of Perform- 
ances both in 305 and 365-day divisions during recent 
years indicates the trend of thought most breeders have, 
that performance covering a full lactation period is not 
only more just to the breed, but serves as a better guide 
in determining the true value of the cow and her off- 
spring. When one stops to consider the small cost in: 
volved in carrying on Advanced Registry and the Record 
of Performance work, and the benefits to be derived there: 
from, we trust and fully anticipate that many more breed: 
ers will take advantage of this work and share in the 
reward. 

It is my privilege and pleasure to extend congratula- 
tions to one of our worthy Directors, B. H. Thomson, 
Moose Jaw, Sask., on the world’s record he recently com- 
pleted with his great cow, Canary Korndyke Alcartra, 
in the 305-day division, finishing as a four-year-old with 
a production of 26,396 lbs. milk and 1,350 lbs. butter with 
an average test of 4.09% fat. This cow was bred by Mr. 
Fred V. Heeney, Ingersoll, Ont. I understand that this 
cow was purchased in Ontario as a young heifer for $70 
and after finishing her world’s record was sold for $10,- 


000. This may be accepted as a concrete example of 
what can be accomplished through testing under the Rec- 
ord of Performance. Mr.:Thomson’s cow was scored in 
the Advanced Registry System and now holds a gold 
medal certificate. 

It is with satisfaction and thankfulness, beyond any 
word of mine that we can look back to the year 1928 as 
one of great prosperity for all classes, industrially, com- 
mercially and agriculturally. True some parts of our 
country suffered as a result of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions but all other sections made wonderful progress, 
banks, insurance companies and all other corporations 
enjoying in large measure business on a scale never be- 
fore equalled. 

I think the time has arrived when we should take 
stock of our great assets and sell Canada to Canadians. 
Our tremendous natural resources, our advances in man- 
ufacturing, the growth of our export trade and our in- 
creased per capita wealth have caused statisticians to 
sharpen their pencils and do some real figuring. 

When the rest*of the world knows good things about 
us that we do not know ourselves, it is time we started to 
check up, not for the purpose of boasting but just so we 
may be satisfied or better still, refrain from being dissat- 
isfied. The following facts should make every citizen of 
this country feel proud that he is a Canadian:— 

We have greater wealth per capita than any other 
country in the world. We are the greatest grain grow- 
ers in the world and are growing to only one-sixth of 
our possibilities. Our foreign trade is four times greater 
in proportion to population than that of our neighbors 
to the south. Our fisheries are the second greatest in 
the world. 

In known gold deposits we stand third among all the 
countries of the world. We lead all nations in trade in- 
crease since 1918. Our per capita wealth increased from 
$1,100 to $2,406 during the last three years. 

Our increase in national prosperity during the past sev- 
enteen years has been unequalled by any country. The 
volume of our forest products has nearly quadrupled, and 
our general foreign trade has increased by 1,882 millions. 

Over seventy per cent of all Canadians own their own 
homes, another world’s record. 

All this has been accomplished without fuss and feath- 
ers, without working our heads off and without sacrific- 
ing our last drop of blood in pursuing the “almighty dol- 
lar.” There is a saying that you cannot hurry a Cana- 
dian, but who wants to hurry when you can get there 
more quickly by the other method? Just let me say that 
Canada offers to our younger generation greater possi- 
bilities than any other country in the world. 

When we stop to consider the difficulties and hard- 
ships suffered by the pioneer breeders of our Association, 
the handicap under which they labored, how well they 
laid the foundation, and how great the heritage they 
handed on to us in a breed of cattle that has become the 
admiration of the world, the importance of “carrying on” 
must be manifest to all true lovers of Holsteins. Com- 
pared with theirs we travel an easy road today; they 
blazed the trail; can we afford not to accept the chal- 
lenge of the future? May we not paraphrase Lord Nel- 
son’s famous slogan and say:—This Association expects 
every member to do his duty. 

“Oh Holstein cow—long may you live, 
Throughout this wondrous land! 

And may your sons and daughters be 
Ever in demand. 

We'll sing to you our praises true 
And always by you stand.

J. L. Pocock. 

This year, for the first time, Mr. Pocock has compiled

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Wisconsin Annual Meeting

ISCONSIN Holstein breeders 
W have a state organization of 
longstanding. The 37th 
annual meeting of this ancient and 
honorable society was held at Madi- 
son, Wis., February 6th. Despite the 
most untoward weather conditions 
with which the meeting has had to 
contend in years fully 300 were 
present and participated in a very 
interesting discussion of Wisconsin 
Holstein problems coupled with re- 
ports of officers and a consideration 
of plans for the ensuing year. 
Charles H. Vander ‘Schaaf was 
elected president of the association 
to succeed Fred Southcott who after 
twelve years on the Board, three 
years of which he has spent as presi- 
dent of the organization, felt that the 
pressure of personal business made 
necessary his retirement. Mr. Vander 
Schaaf, who is a Holstein breeder of 
considerable prominence located at 
Sparta, was elevated to the presi- 
dency from the office of vice presi- 
dent which he had previously held. 
The Wisconsin Association finds 
itself in a very satisfactory financial 
condition, receiving most of its money 
for extension work from the National 
Association’s apportionment from 
transfer fees. Over $7,500 is received 
in this manner with something over 
$1,500 coming in from other sources. 
The year closed with a cash balance 
of over $600 on hand according to re- 
port of Treasurer John Wuethrich. 
The breeders assembled at the 
Agricultural Chemistry Hall where 
the morning session was welcomed by 
K. M. Hatch, Holstein breeder and 
head of the extension department of 
the Wisconsin Agricultural School. 
After minutes of previous meeting 
and secretary’s report had been read 
and accepted President Southcott 
introduced Milton H. Button who ou 
January list assumed the office of 
field secretary of the association. Mr. 
Button outlined a proposed plan of 
work for 1929 which covered the 
usual and some _ special extension 
activities for the state. Especial em- 
phasis was laid upon activities de- 
signed to encourage herd improve 
ment testing, exhibits of Holstein 
cattle at state and county fairs and 
national expositions and the use of 
proven sires. Mr. Button urged the 


establishment of a sales policy for 
the state organization to embrace 
state sales, county sales, sales at 


farms and the handling of inquiries 
received from various advertising 
efforts. Owing to the many features 
that were crowded into the day’s 
program the proposals did not get ex 
tensive discussion at the hands of 
the breeders present but were left in 
the main with the Board of Directors 
to be worked out. This was especial- 
ly true of the various proposals which 
were put forward for handling in- 
quiries which at the afternoon meet- 
ing were discussed and left to the 
discretion of the Board. 

Earl J. Cooper, director of ex- 
tension of the  Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, made the 
principal address at the morn-

ing session, speaking upon the sub- 
ject, “The National Program.” <A 
resume of his talk appeared in the 
February 9 issue of the World. Mr. 
Cooper’s remarks, applicable to the 
‘State of Wisconsin, were particularly 
well received. It was the best dis- 
cussion of extension work and its 
application to state activities that we 
have ever heard. 

Following Mr. Cooper the meeting 
adjourned to meet in joint session 
with the Guernsey Breeders Associa- 
tion at the auditorium where Prof. 
O. E. Reed, Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Washington, D. C. 
spoke upon the subject of herd im- 
provement testing for- pure breds. Mr. 
Reed urged the exercising of leader- 
ship on the part of Holstein and 
Guernsey breeders in weeding out 
pure bred herds. He pointed out that 
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an examination of 100,000 records 
made by 70,000 grades and 30,000 pure 
breds of all breeds disclosed that the 
pure breds averaged to produce 7,878 
lbs. milk and 303 Ibs. of butter fay 
per year while the grades produced 
7,124 lbs. of milk and 284 lbs. of fat 
per year. “This is a difference,” said 
Mr. Reed, “of only 754 lbs. milk and 
19 lbs. of fat per year and a very 
striking illustration of the need of 
more attention to production on the 
part of pure bred breeders.” Mr, 
Reed cited the example of the Ho} 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
in establishing the herd improvement 
test, stating it was the most forward 
step ever taken by any organization 


toward the improvement of pure 
breds. He even went so far as to 
state that if breeders of pure bred 


cattle will not interest themselves in 
weeding out their herds they are not 
worth their salt as pure bred breeders 
and should not claim designation as 
such. 

At the afternoon meeting President 
Southcott delivered his annual ad- 
dress, discussing the activities of the 
association during the previous year 
and pointing out the need of various 
forms of extension activity in the 
state. His talk will be given more 
extended notice in an early issue of 
the World. 

The meeting.elected four directors 
to fill vacancies, reelecting John 
Wuethrich and Charles Symons and 
electing W. W. Kinyon, and K. L. 
Hatch to fill other expiring director- 
ships. The directors met immediate- 
ly and elected Mr. Vander Schaaf 
president, S. H. Bird vice president, 
Milton H. Button secretary and re- 
elected John Wuethrich as treasurer. 

One of the features of the afternoon 
meeting was a discussion by Prof. E 
B. Hart of Wisconsin upon the sub- 
ject of “Mysteries of Nutrition.” Prof. 
Hart discussed the matter of mineral 
supplements in feeding rations and 
paid his respects to commercial 
mineral mixtures. 

Before adjournment the meeting 
nominated the following 34 men to be 
voted upon by members of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
for the 25 delegateships to the Na- 
tional meeting at Philadelphia next 
June.

The All-American Policy 


N our January 26 issue, Mr. C. O. Christ, chairman of 
] the Jefferson County Show Committee, raised some in- 

teresting questions regarding policies in the selection 
of the All-American animals. This letter was published 
without comment because we did not want to discourage 
public discussion of the interesting points which Mr. 
Christ raised. Thus far, however, no communications 
have been received from breeders on this subject and we 
are taking this opportunity to explain just what the pol- 
icies of the World and its selection committees have been 
in the past in these matters. 

The first question raised by Mr. Christ was as fol- 
lows: 

“For the good of the Holstein industry at how 
many major shows should an animal be shown be- 
fore it would qualify for All-American honors.” 


This point has been given a great deal of considera- 
tion by all who have been connected with making the 
All-American Selections, and the established policy has 
been that as the whole theory of the All-American Selec- 
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tions is to designate the best animal brought out during 
the year in each class, it would not be fair to require 
that every exhibitor take his cattle out over a Circuit of 
major shows in order to be eligible to compete for Aj}. 
American honors. The practice the committees have fo]. 
lowed has been in the case of two animals of so near 
equal merit that it was practically a toss-up, the one 
with the more impressive show ring record would be given 
the preference, but that in case one animal in the judg- 
ment of the committee was clearly superior even though 
it had made but a single show that animal would be des. 
ignated as All-American for the class. 

This brings us down to Mr. Christ’s second question: 

“Does not the present method of selection en- 
courage the showing of an animal at only one show 

in the pink of condition?” 

There is some point to this contention, if it is conceded 
that the end and aim of show ring effort is to make the 
All-American. To this extent, Mr. Christ’s point may be 
well taken, although it. is perhaps not generally under- 
stood that the committee does take into account the 
changing condition of an animal through an extensive 
season. Thus the McDonald cow, Carolyn Netherland 
Lady, selected for Reserve honors in the aged cow class, 
was given a degree of credit for the condition in which 
she-appeared at her best during the season. This was 
at Iowa State Fair just at freshening time. She produced 
so heavily that-she became very thin as the season ad- 
vanced and was not showing in anywhere near the bloom 
and condition at later shows as she did earlier in the 
season. These matters were taken into account in giving 
her the designation she received. If, on the other hand, 
some serious weakness had cropped out through changed 
conditions on the circuit, it would have tended to coun- 
teract the good impression she might have made while at 
her best. 

The point here is that the All-American Committee 
endeavors to handle the matter just as it would in the 
judging ring of the various contenders came before them 
for placing. There they would not be judging season’s 
records but would be placing the animals as they saw 
them. 

Mr. Christ’s third question is: 

“Is the present method of selection of All-Amer- 
icans encouraging or discouraging to the breeders 
and exhibitors?” 


We are of the opinion that the present method of 
selection of the All-Americans is as impartial as any plan 
that could be devised even by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. The World under the present plan 
has nothing to do with the naming of the members of 
the Committee, other than the general regulation that the 
‘Coommittee is to be composed of the men who judge 
Holsteins at the four great national and sectional shows, 
the National Dairy Exposition, Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress, Eastern States Exposition and Pacific Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition. The actual selection of 
the men to serve is made by the managements of the 
respective shows referred to. These four shows were 
selected not only on account of their standing but also be- 
cause of the fact that generally the men who judged these 
shows have had an opportunity during the season of see- 
ing a large proportion of the better animals brought out. 
We will make positive assertion that at all times from 
the inception of the All-American idea it has been the 
earnest endeavor of all connected with the making of the 
selections to keep the whole subject on a high and im- 
partial plane. That they have succeeded in commanding 
the confidence of the public in their execution of this 
responsible trust, we think is rather conclusively proven 
by the standing which the World All-American idea has 
gained in the Holstein industry since its inauguration in 
1922 and the importance which the breeders and the public 
generally attach to such designations. Any contest of 
evenly matched contenders is disappointing to the losers 
although not necessarily discouraging. 


Nominate Delegates Now 


LANK petitions for the nomination of delegates to 
B the forthcoming annual convention of the Holstein- 

Friesian Association of America at Philadelphia are 
now in the hands of members. This is the first step in 
the process of seeing to it that you and your state are 
represented in this annual convention. Without nomina- 
tions, there can be no delegates from your district. It is 
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important, therefore, that members interest themselves 
personally in the matter at this time without leaving it 
to chance and the assumption that someone else has 
attended to the formality of making these nominations. 
Nominations close March 7, which is ninety days before 
the date of the convention.

UR cover illustration this week depicts a part of the 
O herd at Ionia State Hospital, Ionia, Michigan. The 

pure bred herd at this institution was started in 
June, 1915, by the purchase of three registered cows and 
a bull from the State Hospital herd at Newberry, Mich- 
igan, being largely of Homestead breeding. Later addi- 
tions have been made to the herd from the Michigan 
Reformatory and the old established herd at Traverse 
City State Hospital. We have not available the recent 
figures on the production of this herd but in the book on 
the Michigan State Herds issued by the Michigan Bureau 
of Animal Industry in 1925, we note that the 47 cows and 
heifers in this herd during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1925, made an average of 10,721.6 lbs. milk. The State 
of Michigan has been carrying out an aggressive program 
of development of their state institution herds over a 
long period of years and this herd at Ionia State Hospi- 
tal is a credit to the efforts of those in charge. 








The Canadian Meeting 


ONGRATULATIONS are due our fellow Holstein 
. breecers in Canada for having surpassed all previous 

marks with the completion of a record breaking year 
for their Association. For the first time in the history of 
Canadian breed associations the business of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association for the year exceeded $100,000. Their 
registrations and transfers this year exceeded the com- 
bined totals of all of the other five dairy breed associa- 
tions in Canada. 

The annual meeting at Toronto, February 7, was well 
attended, and as will appear from the report featured in 
this issue, was a very harmonious and constructive gath- 
ering. A number of amendments were made to the by- 
laws to conform to provisions adopted by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America in order to avoid con- 
fusion and to facilitate trade. This applied particularly to 
the matter of description of color markings that bar regis- 
try and to the requirement that breeders keep a private 
herd register to record services, births and other herd in- 
formation. 

The vear 1929 is starting out most auspiciously, ac- 
cording to verbal reports: from Secretary Clemons, who, 
incidentally, was reelected for his seventeenth year as 
secretary of the Canadian Association, following eighteen 
years by his father in that position. He reports that 
applications for registry and transfer during January are 
both substantially in excess of the number for a corre- 
sponding period of a year ago. With a full time Director 
of Extension on the job this year devoting his efforts par- 
ticularly toward publicity and local organization work, 
another record-breaking year appears to be in prospect.

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How 4-H Junior Club Members Can 
Produce Clean Milk 


In the past much has been written 
and said regarding economical milk 
production, while the quality of the 
milk produced has not received such 
wide spread attention. Today we can 
say that improved breeding, feeding 
and barn management have caused 
more efficient milk production, but 
can we say that this improved pro- 
duction was accompanied by equal 
improvement in quality. According 
to the cries we hear from the city 
milk consumers quality has not kept 
pace with the increases in production, 
consequently we may be led to be- 
lieve that the dairy business on some 
farms may be leaning a little towards 
lop-sidedness with plenty of milk that 
is not A-1 in quality. 

Since the milk consumers are de- 
manding cleaner milk, why not give 
him what he wants as long as he is 
willing to pay for it. Certainly any 
dairy club member or dairyman who 
knows how to make the cows produce 
can also improve the cleanliness of 
the milk to suit the consumer’s wants. 
To do this, would be a good stroke 
to the dairyman’s credit, for a satis- 
fied customer is a good advertise- 
ment in any business. 

What is Quality Milk? 

Quality milk does not always mean 
milk rich in butterfat. Real quality 
means cleanliness and wholesome- 
ness combined. Milk may be rich in 
butterfat and at the same time so 
dirty that it may not be fit for people 
to use. It is the pure quality of milk 
that consumers are concerned with 
most. It is often this quality called 
“cleanliness” which makes or breaks 


your market for milk. If it is dirty 
certainly the consumer cannot be ex- 
pected to buy it. 

Know What Cleanliness Means 

We know that every day brings 
new demands for our city cousins for 
cleaner milk; but what can 4-H Jun- 
ior Dairy Club Members do to meet 
this demand? It has been proved that 
the production of clean milk is 
neither difficult nor expensive, provid- 
ing of course, that the dairyman 
knows what constitutes real cleanli- 
ness in milk. As one man puts it, 
“In order to produce clean milk a 
jperson must have a clean mind,” 
meaning that the successful dairyman 
must know what cleanliness is and 
how to obtain it. 

Healthy Cows Important 

After a club member knows what 
cleanliness is he can very often obtain 
clean milk from his cows by follow- 
ing a few simple methods. To start 
with he must have healthy cows, 
Clean milk doesn’t often come from 
unhealthy cows. Udder diseases or 
injuries such a garget, bruises, fever 
in the udder, tuberculosis and other 
contagious diseases may make milk 
dangerous to anyone who uses it. 

Keep Cows Clean 

Clean animals are probably the 
second important thing to consider in 
producing clean milk. Milk may 
easily be contaminated if bits of 
manure, shavings, straw, hair, etc. are 
allowed to cling to the flanks and 
udders of the cows. Such dirt must 
always finds its way into the milk if 
it is not removed before milking. The 
mere fact that the flanks, tail thighs 






and udders of cows are kept clipped 
and wiped with a damp cloth before 
each milking will help greatly in 
producing clean milk. 

Clean Pails and Cans 

The use of dirty utensils is one of 
the best ways of producing dirty milk. 
If a dairyman wishes to lose the 
market for his milk let him become 
slovenly with his pails and cans. 
Dirty cans will ruin the best milk 
supply in a very short time if given 
a chance. 

To produce clean milk of good keep- 
ing quality a dairyman must take 
special care to keep his cows and 
pails or milking machines clean. To 
clean utensils properly they should 
be rinsed first in cold or lukewarm 
water and then washed in warm 
water containing washing powder. 
Finally scald the utensils with boiling 
water or expose them to live steam 
for about half an hour. Sterilizing 
the utensils with boiling water or 
steam will greatly help in lowering 
the bacteria count in the milk. 

Use a Small Top or Covered Milk Pail 

The importance of using a small 
top milk pail at the time of milking 
is not always understood. Neverthe- 
less on farms where certified milk is 
produced the small top milk pail is 
considered essential because _ such 
pails help to-keep the bacteria count 
in milk low. Without doubt this type 
of pail has been an important aid 
wherever high quality milk is pro- 
duced. 

Milk the Udder Dry 


If some milk is left in the udder 
after milking the next milking will 
yield milk containing considerably 
more bacteria than would be the case 
had the udder been milked dry at the 
previous milking. In~ most dairies

NEW STATE RECORDS IN KANSAS 

Things are looking up out here in 
Kansas in our Holstein circles. Not 
that the Holstein people have been es- 
pecially depressed of late, but on the 
contrary some of them have even ele- 
yated their sights a bit and have hit 
the mark. 

Two Advanced Registry reports just 
received from the supervisor on duty 
in the herd of H. A. Dressler, a prom- 
inent Holstein breeder of Lebo, Coffey 
County, Kansas. were sung to the 
tune of four state records made re- 
cently on two cows entered in the 7- 
and 30-day division. 

One of the excellent eight-year-old 
cows in Mr. Dressler’s herd, Dora 
Pearl Veeman 631969, completed a 30- 
day record of 107.0 lbs. of butterfat 
from 2,666 lbs. of milk, which figures 
to an average of 4.01%. This splen- 
did production takes first rank among 
Kansas 30-day records by displacing 
Genista Knoll De Kol 260487, the for- 
mer record holder whose production 
was 3,109.3 lbs. of milk and 99.9 Ibs. 
of butterfat. 

“Dora” is a cow of Mr. Dressler’s 
own breeding being a daughter of one 
of the original foundation cows pur- 
chased in 1917, when Mr. Dressler 
first started into the Holstein game. 
She is sired by King Korndyke Vee- 
man 7th 222103, a Korndyke Colantha 
bred bull from the herd of E. M. 
Shultz of Hartford, Wisconsin. This 
bull was purchased as an 8-months- 
old calf and was the first sire to be 
used in the Dressler herd. 

The second and the most outstand- 
ing of the two record holders is 
Blanche Johanna Ormsby 1088450, 
another daughter of a foundation cow. 
Finishing her test January 5, 1929, she 
set up a 26.4-lb. butterfat record in the 
junior four-year-old seven-day  divi- 
sion; a 2,861-lb. milk record and a 
103.5-lb. butterfat record in the 30-day 
junior four-year-old division. All of 
these records exceeded the former 
state record by a goodly margin. The 
seven-day butterfat record was _ for- 
merly 24.5 lbs. and the 30-day milk 
record was 2,689.3 lbs., while the 30- 
day butterfat record was only 87.2 
Ibs. 

This flashy little four-year-old was 
sired by Sir Bess Inka Ormsby 433586, 
a 900-lb. son of Bess Burke Champion 
who is a grandson of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes and Spring Brook 
Bess Burke. His dam is from the 
Milk and Butter King lineage and has 
a record of 790 lbs. of butterfat as a 
seven-year-old. 

“Johanna” exhibits: all the qualities 
of a real dairy queen in her great size 
and capacity, wonderful quality of 
hide and hair. and enormous size, rich 
quality, and symmetry of udder. She 
1S a reproducer as well as a producer 
as evidenced by the three splendid 
calves she has thus far dropped in 
the herd. 

It is especially noteworthy that all 
of these records were made in 
a farmer-breeder’s herd who has built 
from the bottom up and who has been 
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the chief fireman as well as engineer.

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Canadian Association Holds 46th Annual 
Meeting

and we feel that this statement, which is included in this 
report, will prove of great interest to our members. 


A new teature of our work the past year was the 
issuance of export certificates for cattle sold to the 
United States. At the request of the American Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, we undertook, on July 1st, to furnish 
them with these certificates in the same way that the 
other Canadian live stock registry associations were do- 
ing. The export certificate includes a 30 ancestor pedi- 
gree of the animal, which was formerly made by the 
authorities at Washington, beiore they would grant cer- 
tification that an animal was pure bred. By supplying 
these pedigree tracings ourselves we lessen the time 
required for the American importers to secure the return 
of their papers from Washington and a refund of duty 
paid. Our whole object is to facilitate this trade and 
not to make a profit for the Association. The fee of 50 
cents charged is a very moderate one. We may add that 
during the six months some 1,750 export certificates were 
issued, requiring the entire time of one typist. In the 
meantime these export certificates have been charged as 
duplicate certificates of registry, but Mr. Rettie will make 
a motion at this meeting to provide in the Constitution 
and By-Laws for their issuance. 

In connection with this trade in cattle with the United 
States, some serious irregularities have been found by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, and it is likely that 
some amendments will be made at the coming session of 
Parliament to the Live Stock Pedigree Act with a view 
to rendering such practices more difficult in future. Mr. 
Moore’s proposed amendment to our Constitution is along 
similar lines. Your directors have decided that it would 
be wise to adopt a rule requiring all breeders to keep an 
accurate herd register, which should at all times be avail- 
able for inspection by officers of the Association or by 
the police. This rule has been in force for years with 
the American Association. 

After careful consideration by a committee appointed 
for the purpose, the American Association has recently 
made some slight changes in the rules regarding color 
markings. With so many of our cattle going across the 
lines it would seem wise to have the regulations of the 
two Associations the same in regard to markings which 
debar registration, and Mr. Plant is bringing up a motion 
to this effect. 


Another amendment proposed deals with the Ad- 
vanced Registration of cows in the Gold Medal and Excel- 
lent classes. It has been found by experience that in 
the twice-a-day milking subdivision, records 33 1/3% 
above the standard are very difficult to attain, and Mr. 
Houck will move that a change be made to 20%. 

Our three fieldmen, Messrs. Holtby, Charbonneau and 
Steves, are still giving us splendid service, but all three 
are finding the demands upon their time greater than 
they can possibly meet. At the suggestion of the Man- 
agement Committee, endorsed by the Finance and Exten- 
sion Service Committees, a Director of Extension has 
been appointed and we may look for still greater activity 
in extending and increasing the popularity of our breed. 
The new Director will coordinate the work of the field- 
men, give vastly more publicity to the breed by means 
of the spoken and written word, represent us in negoti- 
ations regarding milk standards and the labelling of milk 
and cream, interview prospective breeders of dairy cat- 
tle, particularly wealthy men who are taking up farm- 
ing as a hobby, etc. There is a vast field of work here 
which up to the present has scarcely been touched. 

During the year a new steam boiler was installed in 
the office, and is proving much more efficient in heating 
and more economical of fuel than the old one which had 
been in the building for something like half a century. 
The outside wood and iron work of the office were 
painted in the summer and a new and efficient janitor 
has been engaged who keeps everything about the office 
in first-class shape. 

Reverting to the business of the year we find that our 
registrations numbered 22,600, a gain of 3,275 over the 
previous year. The number of transfers issued was 21,- 
438, an increase of 3,001 over 1927. New members in 
1928 were 582, as compared with 525 in 1927. Our mem- 
bership now closely approximates 4,000. Cows qualified 
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in the Record of Performance show a 
crease, 1,099 in 1928 and 1,119 in 1927. 
Merit testing in 1928 was even less than in 1927, 143 
tests as compared with 189 in 1927, and this feature of 
our work is seemingly doomed to extinction. Advanced 
Registration has been somewhat slow and it would seem 
that more attention should be given to it in 1929. 
Included in this report is a statement of the securities 
owned by the Association with the cost price and the 
market price on December 31st. It will be seen that, in 
spite of the temporary slump in paper stocks due to the 
newsprint war, these securities show a profit of $7,752.69. 
It is also very gratifying to learn from the auditor’s 
report that in spite of our heavy expenditures, there wag 
an operating surplus on the year’s business of $12,811.03.

BELIEVES YOUNGER CLASSES IN SHOWS SHOULD 
BE RETAINED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I note in the Holiday Number of the World, December 
22nd that you state that there is agitation to eliminate 
the younger classes at the National Dairy Exposition. 


Personally, I feel that it would be a mistake to elimi- 
nate the younger classes. I know that some of the judges 
have been in favor of this, but I have noticed as great an 
interest in the younger classes at the shows as in any of 
the classes, except the aged cow class and the aged bull 
class. 


I have found that the average farmer who is inclined 
to fix up a show herd can do it at less expense with young 
animals and make a great showing. In securing a County 
show herd we have always found trouble in getting breed- 
ers to let loose of their producing cows, because they are 
making them a profit at home; in the second place, it is 
a hard change on a good many of these animals to take 
them on the show circuit as they do not produce the same 
on the show circuit as they do at home; and in the third 
place, the average farmer who has his cows running at 
pasture as a rule is not in a position to compete with the 
man who keeps his cows in the barn and he would feel 
that the expense of showing only mature animals would 
be too great and would not be inclined to show at all. 


I have heard the argument advanced at times that 
there was an objection to showing young animals because 
they are in their growing stage and they do not mature 
as they are placed in the ring in their young form. No 
doubt this is very often true, but on observing the placing 
of mature animals we note that there are a great many 
changes in the placing of animals even from week to 
week and noticeably so from year to year. I would dis- 
like very much to see anything done to disturb the watch- 
ing of the growth of the younger animals in the show 
ring. It is very interesting to notice their growth and 
development from year to year and their show ring win- 
nings. 


I think the classes in all the shows should be as near 
alike as possible and that the premium money to the 
dairy classes should be arranged as well and as large as 
possible within the pocketbook of the show in question, 
and as to whether it pays a great many breeders to show 
and keep on showing that is up to the individual breeder. 
I can remember as long as fifteen years ago that there 
were breeders that were showing in classes that were not 
near as large as they are today that were not able to 
make their show herds pay out. This is an individual 
breeders problem.

producing high grade milk it is very 
important that all animals are milked 
dry at each milking. Careless milk- 
ing is never tolerated where high 
grade milk is produced as such care- 
lessness reduces the size of the milk 
check. 

Cool the Milk Promptly 

Once the milk is produced it 
should be cooled immediately to a 
temperature of 45 degrees F. or less 
and held as near that temperature as 
possible until delivered to the con- 
sumer. Surface coolers using cold 
water or brine, mechanical refrigerat- 
ors or cooling tanks, or cracked ice 
and water in a trough may be used to 
cool milk and hold it at a low 
temperature. Regardless of which 
method is used, the important thing 
is to chill the milk and hold it at a 
low temperature. Bacteria cannot 
grow very fast at low temperatures. 
Therefore, the milk will keep sweet 
for a longer time.—R. G. Connelly in 
January New Jersey Club Letter.

Mr. Crothers was 
the first to own a pure bred sire in 
Badger, S. D., and brought the first pure 
bred dairy cattle into the county. 


early in the life of Mr. Crothers. As 
a mere boy in 1889, he assisted in 
the organization of the local Farmers’ 
Alliance and was chosen secretary, a 
position he held for many years. The 
following year he helped to organize 
the Populist party and in the fall of 
1890 was elected to the lower house of 
the legislature as a member of that 
party. He was then only 28 years 
old, the second youngest member of 
the house. 

In 1894 he was chosen as secretary 
of the state convention of the Populist 
party, was re-elected to the legis- 
lature that fall, and was the ack- 
nowledged parliamentary leader of the 
house. He was nominated lieutenant 
governor in 1896 and was defeated by 
the narrow margin of 44 votes.  Iil 
health in 1897-98 caused his retire- 
ment from politics. 

Mr. Crothers’ contribution to com- 
munity betterment excelled even his 
public _ life. Early in 1894, he 
assisted in the organization of the 
Denver Mutual Fire Insurance Co., 
and four years later was one of the 
prime movers in starting the Farm- 
ers’ Cooperative Association and 
Farmers’ Cooperative Grain Co., both 
of Hetland. Mr. Crothers moved to 
Hetland in 1899 and acted as manager 
and secretary of the Farmers’ Co- 
operative Grain Co. for several years. 

In 1903, when telephones first began 
to attract attention in the west, he 
organized a company in Hetland and 
began building lines in both town and 
country. Feeling the need of more 
knowledge of the business, he began 
a course in Telephone Engineering 
with the Internationa!

ies of a Pioneer,” and “History of 
Badger Township.” The latter was 
published in one of: the State His- 
torical Collections. 

At the present time he is originator 
of a plan to place a monument on the 
site where the first settlement was 
made in South Dakota in June, 1857. 

Such has been the active life of 
Mr. Crothers. His contributions to 
the cooperative movement in South 
Dakota have been monumental ‘tbe- 
cause he blazed a trail to successful 
business which many others have 
followed. His quiet, modest leader- 
ship in all the affairs of the farm 
and home have left an impression in 
the state that will never be erased.

NEW OUTBREAK OF FOOT-AND- 
MOUTH TRACED TO CALF 
BUYER 


In spite of the prompt and drastic 
veterinary action taken to suppress 
foot-and-mouth disease, which was 
discovered in Los Angeles County, 
California, January 18, the infection 
has persisted, and on February 6 had 
affected a total of four herds, one 
near Whittier, two near Downey, 
about 8 miles away, and now, the 
fourth about 6% miles south of 
Downey. The spread of infection in 
the last instance was traced to a calf 
buyer who visited the premises. 

Although a rigid Federal and State 
quarantine is maintained over a con- 
siderable area surrounding the farms 
on which infection is found, the 
United ‘States Department of Agri- 
culture impresses on all livestock

possible carriers of infection. 

“During the serious outbreak of 
1924” Dr. J. R. Mohler, Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, in discuss. 
ing this very serious danger, Said 
“calf buyers especially were often the 
means of spreading the infection of 
foot-and-mouth disease. When quar. 
antine interfered with their visits to 
farms in a certain area, they would 
go elsewhere, carrying _ infection 
usually picked up by contact with a 
herd in the early stages of the disease 
before the symptoms were visible and 
consequently before such premises 
were included in close quarantine. ]t 
is especially important that stock 
Owners observe their personal and 
civic responsibilities in cooperating 
with the inspection forces which are 
seeking to suppress this dangerous, 
elusive plague.” 

“The quarantining of large areas” 
Dr. Mohler points out, “when only a 
few premises are suspected of harbor- 
ing the disease would interfere with 
the personal and business affairs of 
large numbers of people, as well as 
requiring a large force of guards. 
Such drastic action is not necessary 
if stock owners will keep visitors— 
stock buyers in particular—out of 
their barns, pastures, and all inclos- 
ures used for live stock.” 

The first three infected herds have 
been slaughtered and buried and the 
same procedure is being followed to 
suppress the fourth thrust of the 
disease, which, however, is only about 
two miles from a highly developed 
dairy district. Although the infected 
premises are surrounded by woven 
wire and are under strict guard, de 
partment officials point out that two 
miles is a dangerously short distance 
when dealing with such a highly in- 
fectious malady as_ foot-and-mouth 
disease.

FARMERS’ TAX MONEY USED TO 
IMPROVE COUNTRY LIFE 


Farm taxes have increased nearly 
160 per cent in the last 15 years, 
whereas land values are now approxi- 
mately 20 per cent higher than in 
1913, reports the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in an analy- 
sis of what becomes of farmers’ tax 
money. 


Most farmers, the bureau says, do 
not pay any direct taxes to the Fed- 
eral government, and are little affect- 
ed by changes in the Federal income 
tax. They pay taxes on their real 
estate, and in most -cases on personal 
property to the local county or town- 
ship treasurer. They pay license fees 
on their automobiles, and a tax on 
each gallon of gasoline they buy, un- 
less they live in one of the three 
states where no such tax is levied. 
In some states they pay a small poll 
tax, and in a few states a small 
amount of state income tax is paid by 
farmers. 


Most of the direct taxes that @ 
farmer pays, says the report, are 
based on his land and buildings, and 
on his automobile; he undoubtedly 
pays other taxes in the price of goods 
that he purchases, but their amounts 
and kind are matters of dispute. 


The first item of expense in the av- 
erage community is the school, from 
one-third to one-half of all public 
money spent going into schools. Roads 
probably account for about a fourth 
of the total. The salaries and expenses 
of local and county officers are 4 
small part of the total expenditures, 
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and finally there is the amount that 
goes to maintain the state govern- 
ment. 

There are several reasons why both 
schools and roads cost more now than 
they did 15 years ago, says the bu- 
reau. In the first place all prices have 
risen, so that if we were only getting 
the same amount of schools and the 
same kinds of roads now that we had 
jn 1913 their cost would be higher. 
The number of children attending 
schools has increased by over one- 
third, due partly to the fact that the 
states have been raising the ages of 
children covered by compulsory 
school laws, and partly because par- 
ents want their children to receive 
more education. 

The average length of the school 
term has been increasing. More chil- 
dren are going to high schools than 
formerly, and the education of a high 
school student costs over twice as 
much as that of one in grammar 


. school. All of these items have been 


factors in calling for more money for 
education. Every effort has been 
made also to raise the quality of edu- 
cation, and with such changes have 
come increased salaries. 

Much the same story is true of in- 
creased expenditures for roads. Labor 
and materials cost more. We are 
building vastly better roads, and giv- 
ing them much harder usage. It costs 
more to maintain them. 

Taxes have gone up partly because 
of the general rise in the price level 
and partly because the average com- 
munity wants things which require 
more and more taxes to buy.

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America has taken another great 
step in advance by adopting a plan for “Inspection and Classification of 
Herds” on the basis of form or type. The object of this new plan is the 
improvement of the breed by the elimination of the inferior individuals, 
just as the Herd Improvement Test is eliminating the inferior producers. 


Classification and Fees 

Animals will be classified according to the official scale of points in 
five main groups as follows: Excellent, Very Good, Good, Fair and Poor. 
Certificates of Registry for animals classified as ‘‘Poor’’ will be cancelled 
and subsequent registration of calves from “Fair’’ cows will be limited to 
females. Males are eligible for inspection after 2 years of age and fe- 
males after first freshening, and all eligible animals in the herd must 
be included. 

Fees are $1.50 per head, with a minimum fee of $10.00, and certifi- 
cates showing classification will be issued without further 
owners.
